The men lost, in addition to the 
I m aster of the E x e te r C ity, were tho 
third officer 
an apprentice and a 
seaman, the rad io operator report­ 
ed. 
The steering gear was 
damaged 
and the men on the freighter were 
forced to rig up an emergency gum 
as their only hope of m aintaining 
even p artial control of the craft as 
it was w h irled about by the storm. 
which began yesterday and reached 
its greatest inten sity last night.

Th# Poultryman's Cooperative Association of 
Southern California is a non-profit organization 
owned and controlled by poultrymen. Any sur­ 
plus which mey be eccumufated through its oper­ 
ations is distributed to its members in propor­ 
tion to the business they do with the Association. 
During the pest year, despite the unsettled 
marketing conditions, the P.C.A. has met all of 
Its current obligations, set up the reserves neces­ 
sary for the maintenance of a sound business or­ 
ganisation end accumulated a surplus for dis­ 
tribution to its members. 
During January and 
the early pert of February, a total of more than 
$46,000 is being distributed to the poultryman 
of Southern California es a deferred payment on 
eggs shipped by members to their association 
end interest on capital invested by poultrymen 
in their cooperative business. 


MARKET STABILIZATION 


In addition to maintaining a sound operating 
program and meeting ell obligations, P.C.A., in 
cooperation with other poultry cooperative mar­ 
keting associations on the Coast, has had a ma­ 
terial influence in maintaining a price of two 
to four cents per dozen above prevailing egg 
prices to producers throughout most of the 
United States. 
Pacific Coast poultry co-ops stored more eggs 
then usual during this pest year, to stabilize egg 


markets 
(when 
the 
independent 
operator! 
were unwilling or unable to store their usual 
holdings which would have had e very serious 
effect upon prices during the peek production 
season). 
The total U. §. storage holdings of 
eggs in 1932 was 35 per cent less then et the 
peak in 1931, but Pacific Coast poultry cooper#* 
fives held 50 per cent of tho total storage Hold­ 
ings on the Coast, and 11 per cent of the total 
holdings in the United States. 
In addition, P.C.A. purchased more than 7,000 
cases of eggs on the Los Angelos Produce Ex­ 
change and shipped more then 6,000 cases of 
eqqs from this market to tho Eastern Seaboard, 
all for th# purpose of stabilizing local egg prices. 
This entire program resulted in returns of of 
least ONE MILLION DOLLARS to pouBrymoo 
in Southern California in excess of whet they 
would have otherwise received, had the cooper­ 
ative associations not been functioning hi their 
behalf, 
Members of this Association may wail feel 
proud of the part which they have played In 
stabilizing their industry. 
P.CA. members who 
market their eggs through the Assedation or# 
now receiving a ten-cent per cate defrered cosh 
payment in addition to interest bearing cert?ft. 
cates which are issued quarterly to eN members 
who purchase feed end supplies or market eggs 
through their Association.

SAYS ATTITUDE 
Of FRENCH TO 
U. S. 


The attitude of the m ajority of 
the French people toward America 
is rather cynical at present, a cco rd ­ 
ing to T. H. Glenn, head of 
th© 
English department, of the 
S an ta 
Ana Junior college. Glenn was the 
speaker last night at the m onthly 
meeting of the Santa Ana Council 
of International Relations. 
This attitude of 
cynicism, 
he 
said, has been created through the 
! inorens© of crime in 
the 
United 
States and the present 
economic 
crisis. In the past, according 
to 
Glenn, the French attitu d e tow ard 
America was that this nation was 
the vanguard of civilization 
and 
the future of the world. 
T he French people held th e im ­ 
pression that America was a n a ­ 
tion of groat wealth and im m une 
to economic reverses. 
It has a l­ 
ways been the 
impression 
that 
Am erica was a nation of wealthy 
people. 
This 
impression 
w a s 
strengthened during th© World w ar 
and by the American tourist 
in 
Fra nee. 
“Despite this attitude of 
cyni­ 
cism toward America at the pres­ 
ent, the real French attitude is on© 
of friendliness toward Americans. 
Glenn nu IU. “Mcny people have r e ­ 
turned from France with tales oi 
discourteous treatment

friendly gestures.

people 
were mostly tourists anil cam e In­
